WHEREAS, under and by virtue of the Statutes of the State of Indiana relative 
to traffic regulation, the Indiana State Highway Commission has the authority 
and the duty to adopt and promulgate regulations in the interest of the safety 
and convenience of the traveling public using the highways, including streets ^ 
in cities and towns, under the control of said Commission, be it known that-the .•£» 
following traffic regulation is hereby adopted:
